The county death toll for 1935 
was one less than for 1934. 
There are 12 towns that regis- 
ter no death by automobiles dur- 
ing this time; flye towns that re- 
cord one fatality each through- 
out this period; two that record 
three deaths, three that record 
four; two, Montague and North- 
field, that. retord five; one, Or- 
ange, that records seven; and 
one, Greenfleld that records 13. 

In 1932 the total number of 


deaths dn Franklin county was. 


14, in 1933 it decreased to 12 but 
jumped to 17-the next year and 
sank to just one less, 16, in 1935. 

The town of Northfield report- 
ed two fatalities in 1932, none in 
1933,.two in 1934 
1935. Of the injuries during the 
past four years Northfield has 
a record of ten in 1932, seven in 
1933, thirteen in 1034, and nine 
in 1935. The figures afford an 
interesting study.

The Kolisch Quartet will ap- 
pear in the Greenfield High 
School auditorium on Thursday 
evening at 8:00 o'clock, February

The Quartet which has won re- 
nown us the finest ensemble of 
its kind in Europe, was founded 
ten years ago in Vienna by Ru- 
dolf, Koliseh, Since then it’ has 
played in every European coun- 
trv, visiting more than four hun- 
dred cities.

Circulation of ‘Money

Money is an artificial aid to] ‘The Christian Science Mani- 


business, created by the govern- 


ment, and wholly under the con- 
trol of the administration, or of 
those by whom the administra- 
tion is controlled, or by those 
who take control which the gov- 
ernment fails to exercise. The 
government does exercise full 
control, sometimes unftugnced by 
selfish. interests, over the kind, 
quality and quantity of our cur- 
rency. Control of circulation, so 
fur as it can be exercised, lies 
for the most part iff the hands 
of who ever is able to seize it. 

, People generally realize that 
they ure being exploited by a 
minority who through control of 
credit, bank deposits, trut fufids, 
or other ways not very clear to 
the public, to a large extent guide 
the circulation of money, always 
to their own profit, and only oc- 
casionally, if ever, for the good 
of all the people. The whole 
system, or lack of it, is rather 
vague to most people, bit there 
is a widespread and deeply root- 
ed conviction that the circula- 
tion of money is being manipu- 
lated primarily for the benefit of 
a minority, often referred to as 
Wall Street, bankers trust, or 
other indefinite term. 

It would be a good thing for 
us all if a substantial part of our 
money circulation were wide- 
spread, regular, rapid, and free 
from selfish control. This circu- 
lation should be widespread be- 
cause a buying power exercised 
by the greatest possible number 
of ‘people is absolutely necessary 
for prosperity. It should be reg- 
ular to act as a balance wheel in 
the natural fluctuations of busi- 
ness activity and prosperity. It 
should be rapid for the spéed of 
circulation is as important as the 
quantity. Above all it should be 
free fro mselfish control, so 
clearly defined that even the ad- 
ministration that enforces the 
law cannot interfere with it. 
Surely it must be in the power of 
the «government which creates 
money to contro! the circulation 
of at least a part of it for the 
benefit of lal the people, who are 
themselves the government. 

We can-have a money circula- 
tion with these desirable quali- 
ties- by establishing a monthly 
revolving trust fund, so planned 
as to collection and distribution 
that no fundamental principle of 
economics, law or life is violat- 
ed. For collections a two per 
cent assessmen on all business 
transactions is proposed. By this 
means all contribute and in pro- 
portion to their ability to pay, 
so far as it is humanly possible 
to establish that conditio:.. To 
this may be added a similar as- 
sessment on incomes, innernii- 
ances and gifts if desired. The 
word assessment is used here 
rather than tax for this is nota 
contribution for the support of 
government, but a device for di- 
verting a part of our money from 
its ordinary round into this new 
and better form of circulation. 
The volume of business transac- 
tions varfes from 40 or 50 bil- 
lions a month in dull times to 
100 billions or more in happier 
times, and it is assumed that 
transactions which can be reach- 
ed for statistical record can also 
be reached for assessment. This 
monthly revolving trust fund, al- 
though it might begin at a lower 
figure, would in normal times 
range from $1,500,000,000 to 
%2,000,000,000. Since this is to be 
distribated at once each month 
there is no occasion ot discuss 
the yearly or any other total.- 

The old people of the nation 
are to be enlisted as trustees for 
the monthly disbursement of this 
fund. Criminals are excluded 
and the conditions require that 
the trustee shall not be engaged 
in any work for pay or profit and 
that the fund shall be spent for 
the promotion of industry with- 
in the month in which is is re- 
ceived and in this country. The 
total monthly share in the trust 
fund for each individual or the 
sum of pension and private in- 
come shall not exceed %200. 


Since this group is for the most: 


part unemployable,. having no 
chance of work in this age of 
mechanical efficiency, perform- 
ing this service cannot operate 
to retard industry as does any 
kind of dole to potential work- 


ers, even when thinly disguised: 


asx wages for artificially prepared 
work. The generation now pass- 
ing out of active service created 
the wealth of this country only 
to see 90 per cent or more of it 
pass into the hands of five to ten 
per cent of their fellowmen. It 
is only an act of justice to place 
this fund in their care and the 
rapid spending condition insures 
that the money will 
reach all who in any way help 
to supply human wants. A large 
sum is needed to assure the bén- 
efits which should come from 
this better money circulation. 
$200 is a fair amount for reason- 
able American atandards of liv- 
ing and in its 4pending promotes 
employment to the equivalent of 
at least one wel-paid full-time 
worker.

Right here in America are 
many well-meaning’ folk who 
have little or no appreciation of 
the meaning of democracy in its 
true significance. 

The finest and best statement 
of American démocracy is to be 
found in what is practically the 
initial statement of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, written by 
Thomas Jefferson: 

First, all men are created equal 
equal before the law. 

Second, all men — not some 
but all — are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable 
rights — rights with which gov- 
ernment has NO business to med- 
dle, among which are. life, liber- 
ty and the pursuit of happiness. 

Third, to secure these rights— 
these God-given right — Govern- 
ments are instituted among méh 
—note, please, thta the man 
comes before the government; - it 
is his creature; and subject to 
his will. 

Fourth, -the government de- 
rives its just powers—dwell on 
that word “just’—from the con- 
sent—a world of meaning in that 
word—of the governed or of the 
people as a whole. 

The purpose of the Constitu- 
tion is to hold the majority, tem- 
porarily in contra] of the gov- 
ernment, within the bounds des- 
cribed in the foregoing sstate- 
ments. 

“Failure to grasp and act on the 
self-evident truths of the Ameri- 
can Declaration of Independence 
is what brought a dictatorship to 
Germany an da king to Greece.
